WILLIAM VEASEY 


This is the story of William Vea- 
sey. of his sojourn of almost el- 
even years in pre-Hitler and Hit- 
lerized Europe, of his being caught 
in the maelstrom of the German 
blitzkrieg—a refugee on the road 
between clashing armies—; and 
of what it means to ‘turn again 
hopefully toward home. It is the 
jstory of a keen and observant wit- 
ness of the death of a way of life— 
la way of’ life whose values first 
and then whose structure crumb- 
led before the impact of a force 
nurtured in large part by the very 
people whom it~now threatens 
with virtual extinction.

Howard Dean 
Speaks In 
Trenton 


TRENTON — Dr. Charles Wes- 
ley, head of the History Depart- 
ment and Dean of the Graduate 
School, Howard University, spoke 
last Friday to the student body of 
Central High School on the topic, 
“The Reconstruction of History.” 

Pointing out how previous_his- 
tories had neglected the Negro, 
Dr. Wesley declared that in the 
reconstruction ‘of history three 
phases were significant.

“Right now I am interested in 
the campaign: of skilled training 
for colored doctors at City Hos- 
pital, Colored people are not get- 
ting the skilled medical attention 
because their doctors are not re- 
ceiving this training here,” con- 
tinued the priest.

A Lot Of Bills In The Legislature .. 


A spate of pills has been introduced 
in the legislature at Trenton—Hills having 
‘to do with many things. 

Yet in-all this proposed legislation: there 
ia not a single measure that has the slight- 
est bearing on the status. of the colored 
people of New Jersey, who are, without:@ 
. doypt, the testing-ground of democratic 
policy and government. 

One would suppose that the presence of 

a layge and sorely oppressed minority in 
the state, during this season of the great 
-trial of democracy everywhere, would give 

pause to the legislators at Trenton, and 

‘set them to thinking of some of the im- 

“mediate things they could do to strength- 
en democratic hopes here at home, 

Of course, we are aware that altogether 
too many people. assume far too easily 
-that our public officials, and the “people” 

“themselves, want to save or defénd a dém- 
ocratic way of life’in New Jersey and in 
the nation as a whole. Many of us, both 
‘in and out of public life, do not sense the 

~ stubborn opposition to. things democratic, 

:' to those acts and policies which are ex- 
pressive of a desire for the whole peo- 
. ple’s welfare, in high and strategic places. 

. We take it for granted, unfortunately, that 
persons elécted to office here are, by that 


very fact, democratic in feeling and out- 


look. 

It‘isn’t necessarily so. And the spokes- 
men for a truly democratic way of life 
must keep forever at the business of de- 

*manding that democratic aspirations .be 
given due recognition by the selfsame mèn 
who are loudest (before election) in pro- 
claiming their dedication to democracy. 


We have remarked that the colored peo- 
ple are the testing-ground for democratic 
policy and government; and we repeat that 


the status of the colored people in New ` 


Jersey and the nation is both the proper 
and urgent concern of every ore who pro- 
fesses a belief in a democratic way of 
life. i ; 


We know how’ difficult it is to draw 
white Americans out of their circle of 
preoccupation with things white and: white 
only to point their. minds to a realization 
that democracy is integrally related with 
what happens to colored Americans, or 


` any other minority for that matter. There 


is even reason to believe that many white 
Americans are, at their present level of 
social intelligence, incapable of thinking 
and acting according to democratic pat- | 
terns. 


= We appeal to the forward-looking leg- 
islators at Trenton to introduce measures 
at once designed to establish more firmly 
the basis. of civil rights for colored peo- 
ple in this state; to make clear and ex- 
plicit the grounds of effective action to 
be taken when and if the civil rights of 
any citizen are violated. 


This is not too much to be done for — 
the sake of democratic government. Less - 


than this we cannot do and have demo- 
cratic government. And if we put our em- 
‘phasis on establishing these civil rights, 
it is because they are the basis for any 
practical and effective living in the com- 
munity. Lone colored assemblyman Har- 
graves should not be alone in pushing 
for this legislation.
